“REAL-ESTATE  AGENTS’  LICENSING 
ACT.” 

IS  HONOUR  the  Administrator  in  Council 
has  been  pleased  to  order  that,  pursuant 
to  the  provisions  of  section  42  of  the  “  Real- 
estate  Agents’  Licensing  Act,”  being  chapter 
189  of  the  “  Revised  Statutes  of  British  Co¬ 
lumbia,  1948,”  the  following  regulations  be 
made 

Regulations  made  pursuant  to  the  “  Real- 
estate  Agents’  Licensing  Act,”  and  pro¬ 
viding  for  the  Establishment  of  “  The 
Real-estate  Agents’  Licensing  Board  of 
British  Columbia.” 

1.  In  these  regulations,  unless  the  context 
otherwise  requires: — 

“  Act  ”  means  the  “  Real-estate  Agents’ 
Licensing  Act”: 

“  Board  ”  means  the  “  Real-estate  Agents’ 
Licensing  Board  of  British  Columbia  ” 
constituted  under  these  regulations: 

“  Agent  ”  means  a  real-estate  agent  as  de¬ 
fined  in  section  2  of  the  Act: 

“  Salesman  ”  means  a  real-estate  salesman 
as  defined  in  section  2  of  the  Act: 

“  Superintendent  ”  means  the  Superinten¬ 
dent  of  Insurance: 

“  Licence  ”  and  “  licensed  ”  refer  to  a  licence 
pursuant  to  the  Act  of  an  agent  or  a 
salesman,  as  the  case  may  be. 

2.  There  is  hereby  established  a  Board  to  be 
known  as  “  The  Real-estate  Agents’  Licensing 
Board  of  British  Columbia.” 

3.  The  Board  shall  consist  of  not  less  than 
seven  persons  and  not  more  than  nine  persons 
as  hereinafter  set  out,  each  of  whom  shall  hold 
an  unrevoked  agent’s  licence  or  be  a  person  not 
required  to  hold  an  agent’s  licence  under  the 
Act.  Four  of  such  members  shall  be  appointed 
from  the  Vancouver  Real  Estate  Board,  and 
one  each  from  the  New  Westminster  Real  Es¬ 
tate  Board,  Victoria  Real  Estate  Board,  and 
the  Surrey  Real  Estate  Board.  Three  of  such 
members  appointed  from  the  Vancouver  Real 
Estate  Board  shall  be  appointed  for  a  term  of 
two  years  and,  at  the  expiration  of  their  terms, 
may  be  reappointed,  and  their  places  shall  be 
from  time  to  time  filled  by  persons  similarly 
appointed.  The  other  four  shall  be  appointed 
for  a  term  of  one  year,  and  from  time  to  time 
their  places  shall  be  filled  by  persons  similarly 
appointed.  Members  may,  from  time  to  time, 
be  appointed  or  removed  by  the  Lieutenant- 
Governor  in  Council,  but  such  appointees  shall 
be  recommended  by  the  Board.  A  Chairman 
and  a  Vice-Chairman  shall  be  elected  at  the 
first  meeting  of  the  Board,  from  among  the 
members  of  the  Board. 


4.  In  the  event  of  any  vacancy  occurring  by 
reason  of  death,  resignation,  or  otherwise,  the 
remaining  members  shall  have  power,  notwith¬ 
standing  the  vacancy,  to  carry  out  the  func¬ 
tions  of  the  Board. 

5.  Any  vacancy  occurring  in  the  membership 
shall  be  filled  forthwith  by  appointment  by  the 
Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council.  The  person 
appointed  to  fill  such  vacancy  shall  hold  the 
same  representative  character  as  his  prede¬ 
cessor. 

6.  In  the  event  of  any  member  of  the  Board 
being  unable  to  attend  personally  any  meeting 
of  the  Board,  he  may,  by  writing  under  his 
hand  directed  and  delivered  to  the  Chairman 
of  the  Board,  nominate  a  person  who  shall  be 
qualified  to  serve  as  a  member  of  the  Board, 
as  set  out  in  paragraph  3  above,  to  act  in  his 
place  at  such  meeting,  and  the  person  so  nomi¬ 
nated  shall  have  for  the  purpose  of  such  meet¬ 
ing  the  same  duties  and  powers  as  the  person 
by  whom  he  is  nominated. 

7.  The  first  Board  shall  consist  of  the  fol¬ 
lowing  persons,  namely:  S.  V.  Smith  (two 
years),  L.  C.  Creery  (two  years),  E.  P.  Taylor 
(two  years),  F.  A.  Cleland  (one  year),  as 
appointees  from  the  Vancouver  Real  Estate 
Board;  Walter  R.  Dey  as  appointee  from  New 
Westminster  Real  Estate  Board;  James  M. 
MacNeil  from  Surrey  Real  Estate  Board,  as 
appointee  of  Fraser  Valley;  and  John  Fraser 
as  appointee  from  Victoria  Real  Estate  Board. 

8.  The  quorum  for  a  meeting  of  the  Board 
shall  be  four  members  present  either  in  person 
or  by  a  person  nominated  pursuant  to  these 
regulations,  or,  in  the  event  of  any  vacancy, 
three  members  present  either  in  person  or  by 
a  person  nominated  pursuant  to  these  regula¬ 
tions.  No  decision  of  the  Board  shall  be  valid 
unless  a  quorum  is  present. 

9.  The  Board  shall  appoint  a  secretary,  who 
shall  be  the  secretary  of  the  Vancouver  Real 
Estate  Board  and  who  shall  hold  office  during 
the  pleasure  of  the  Board.  The  secretary  shall 
keep  minutes  of  all  the  proceedings  of  the 
Board  in  a  book  to  be  called  the  “  Minute 
Book,”  and  shall  conduct  all  the  correspondence 
of  the  Board  and  may  make  preliminary  in¬ 
vestigations  and  secure  information  in  respect 
to  matters  to  be  determined  by  the  Board,  and 
shall  have  such  other  duties  as  the  Board  may 
from  time  to  time  prescribe. 

10.  Questions  arising  at  any  meeting  shall 
be  decided  by  a  majority  of  votes.  In  case  of 
an  equality  of  votes,  the  Chairman  shall  have 
a  second  or  casting  vote. 

11.  The  Board  shall  hold  a  meeting  at  least 
once  in  each  month  and  oftener  if  necessary. 
The  Secretary  shall,  at  the  request  of  the 
Chairman  or  of  any  two  members  of  the  Board, 
summon  a  meeting  of  the  Board. 

12.  Reasonable  notice  of  any  meeting  shall 
be  given  to  the  members  of  the  Board,  in  writ¬ 
ing. 

13.  The  members  of  the  Board  shall  serve 
without  remuneration,  but  shall  be  paid  any 
out-of-pocket  expenses  incurred  in  and  about 
the  business  of  the  Board.  The  Board  shall 
be  liable  for  all  expenses  incurred  by  the 
Board,  including  the  remuneration  of  the 
secretary. 

Functions  and  Duties  of  the  Board. 

14.  The  functions  and  duties  of  the  Board 
shall  be  to  assist  the  Superintendent  in  the 
determination  of  the  qualification,  experience, 
and  suitability  of  applicants  for  licences  as 
agents  or  salesmen,  including  the  determina¬ 
tion  of  matters  arising  in  respect  to  the  issu¬ 
ance,  suspension,  and  cancellation  of  such 
licences. 

Procedure. 

15.  In  the  case  of  an  application  for  an 
agent’s  licence  or  for  a  salesman’s  licence  by 
any  person  who  was  the  holder  of  an  agent’s 
licence  or  a  salesman’s  licence,  as  the  case  may 
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be,  prior  to  the  coming  into  force  of  these  regu¬ 
lations,  the  Superintendent  shall  refer  the  ap¬ 
plication  to  the  Board  for  investigation  if  a 
complaint  has  been  made  to  him,  or,  having 
been  made  to  the  Board,  has  been  communi¬ 
cated  to  him  by  it,  alleging  that  he  has  violated 
any  provision  of  the  Act  or  any  regulation 
made  pursuant  to  the  Act,  or  that  he  has  been 
guilty  of  wrongful  or  dishonest  dealing  in  con¬ 
nection  with  his  business  of  real  estate.  The 
Board  shall  thereupon  make  such  investiga¬ 
tion  as  it  may  think  proper,  and  shall  also 
hold  a  hearing  if  the  Board  thinks  a  hearing 
desirable  or  if  a  hearing  is  requested  by  the 
applicant.  The  Board  shall  report  in  writing 
its  finding  to  the  Superintendent,  together  with 
such  recommendation  as  the  Board  may  think 
proper  and  the  reasons  therefor. 

16.  Upon  receipt  of  an  application  for  an 
agent’s  licence  or  for  a  salesman’s  licence  by 
any  person  who  was  not  the  holder  of  an 
agent’s  licence  or  a  salesman’s  licence  prior  to 
the  coming  into  force  of  these  regulations,  the 
Superintendent  shall  notify  the  secretary  of 
the  Board  of  such  application,  and  the  Board 
shall  thereupon  make  such  investigation  as  it 
may  think  proper  and  also  hold  a  hearing  if 
the  Board  thinks  a  hearing  desirable  or  if  a 
hearing  is  requested  by  the  applicant.  The 
Board  shall  report  in  writing  its  finding  to  the 
Superintendent,  together  with  such  recommen¬ 
dation  as  the  Board  may  think  proper  and  the 
reasons  therefor. 

17.  In  case  a  temporary  licence  is  issued  to 
any  applicant,  the  Superintendent  may,  before 
extending  the  licence,  request  the  Board  to 
make  such  further  investigation  in  regard  to 
the  applicant  as  may  seem  advisable  and  to 
report  in  writing  its  finding  to  the  Superinten¬ 
dent,  together  with  such  recommendation  as 
the  Board  may  think  proper  and  the  reasons 
therefor. 

18.  The  Superintendent  may,  if  he  sees  fit  so 
to  do,  refer  to  the  Board  any  application  for 
an  agent’s  licence  or  a  salesman’s  licence,  and 
shall,  if  requested  so  to  do  by  the  Board,  refer 
to  the  Board  for  investigation  any  act  or  mat¬ 
ter  on  account  of  which  a  licence  may  be  sus¬ 
pended  or  cancelled  under  section  15  of  the 
Act.  The  Board  shall  thereupon  make  such 
investigation  as  it  thinks  proper,  and  shall  also 
hold  a  hearing  if  the  Board  thinks  a  hearing 
desirable  or  if  a  hearing  is  requested  by  the 
licensee.  The  Board  shall  report  in  writing 
its  finding  to  the  Superintendent,  together  with 
such  recommendation  as  the  Board  may  think 
proper  and  the  reasons  therefor. 

19.  The  Board  shall  have  the  like  powers  as 
the  Supreme  Court  of  British  Columbia  for 
compelling  the  attendance  of  witnesses  at  a 
hearing  and  of  examining  them  under  oath  and 
compelling  the  production  and  inspection  of 
books,  documents,  and  things,  and  may  in  its 
discretion  accept  and  act  on  evidence  by  statu¬ 
tory  declaration,  and  may  adjourn  the  hearing 
from  time  to  time,  and  any  member  of  the 
Board  may  administer  oaths  to  witnesses. 

20.  The  Superintendent  may,  with  or  with¬ 
out  such  further  investigation  or  hearing  as  he 
may  think  proper,  act  on  any  recommendation 
submitted  to  him  by  the  Board. 

21.  Every  person  licensed  as  an  agent  or  as 
a  salesman  shall,  if  required  by  the  Superin¬ 
tendent  so  to  do,  furnish  to  the  Superintendent 
a  list  of  all  persons  to  whom  he  has  directly 
or  indirectly  paid  or  allowed  any  commission 
or  other  compensation  or  thing  of  value  in  con¬ 
nection  with  real-estate  business  in  such  form 
as  the  Superintendent  may  prescribe,  and  the 
Superintendent  may  require  the  statement  to 
be  verified  by  affidavit  or  statutory  declaration. 

22.  Any  applicant  for  a  first  licence  as  an 
agent  or  as  a  salesman  may,  if  the  Board  so 
recommends,  be  required  to  pass  a  written 
examination  as  to  his  knowledge  of  the  real- 
estate  business.  The  examination  shall  be  con¬ 


ducted  under  the  supervision  of  the  Board,  and 
the  Board  shall  forthwith  make  a  report  of  the 
examination  to  the  Superintendent. 

23.  The  maximum  fee  that  may  be  charged 
by  the  Board  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  five 
dollars  in  respect  to  agents’  or  salesmen’s 
applications.

Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or 
more  electoral  districts,  the  notice  shall  fur¬ 
thermore  be  published  once  a  week  if  possible 
in  some  newspaper  in  everv  electoral  district 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the 
electoral  district  nearest  thereto. 

(4)  The  publication  of  such  notice  shall  in 
all  cases  be  continued  for  a  period  of  four 
weeks  during  the  interval  of  time  between  the 
close  of  the  next  preceding  Session  and  the 
consideration  of  the  petition.

thereon  to  the  House.  And  if  this  rule  shall 
be  suspended  or  modified  as  aforesaid,  the  pro¬ 
moters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is  presented 
after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or  for 
which  the  petition  has  been  received  after  the 
time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case 
pay  double  the  fees  required  in  respect  of  such 
Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the  House  shall  order 
to  the  contrary. 

98.  (1)  Any  person  seeking  to  obtain  any 
Private  Bill  shall  deposit  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
House,  eight  clear  days  before  the  opening  of 
the  Session : —

103.  (1)  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  in¬ 
corporation  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate 
by  reference  to  the  clauses  of  the  general  Acts 
relating  to  the  details  to  be  provided  for  by 
such  Bills:  Special  grounds  shall  be  estab¬ 
lished  for  any  proposed  departure  from  this 
principle,  or  for  the  introduction  of  other  pro¬ 
visions  as  to  such  details,  and  a  note  shall  be 
appended  to  the  Bill  indicating  the  provisions 
thereof  in  which  the  general  Act  is  proposed 
to  be  departed  from.  Bills  which  are  not 
framed  in  accordance  with  this  Standing  Order 
shall  be  recast  by  the  promoters  and  reprinted 
at  their  expense  before  any  Committee  passes 
upon  the  clauses. 

(2)  Every  Bill  for  an  Act  of  incorporation, 
where  a  form  of  model  Bill  has  been  adopted, 
shall  be  drawn  in  accordance  with  the  model 
Bill  (copies  of  model  Bills  may  be  obtained 
from  the  Clerk  of  the  House).  Any  provisions 
contained  in  any  such  Bill  which  are  not  in 
accord  with  the  model  Bill  shall  be  inserted 
between  brackets  or  underlined,  and  shall  be 
so  printed.
